i¥ Wisconsin Republicans, Who Hall Him

MILWAUREE, May &5 —Three hundred
ind sixty delegates and hundreds of party
:nthusinsts assembled this afternoon in
Westside Turner Hall, for the Wisconsin
Republican State Convention. Ogden H.
Fethers, of Janesville, was introduced as
lemporary Chairman, He made a brief,
sut superb address, and soon bhad the con-
vention sheeri heartily when be
mentioned, “A!,i-_r inch a man, and our
model President—Benjamin Harrison.” A
woment later the orator impressively
began to apostrophize “that foremost man
in the world, to whom goes out, now, as
always, the great heart of the Republican
party—J. G. Blaine." Instantly, as at the
tirst intimation of what was ¢coming from
the speaker there had been & moment's
hush, the hall resounded with hurrah-
ing, renewed time and again till the spee-
tators in galleries conld be seen bolding
their ears, so deafening was the uproar.

Farquhbar, of Pennsylvania, a Suc-
cessful Missionary Abroad

IN BEHALF OF THE WORLD'S FAIR.

He Bhows British Manufscturers Where
Their Interests Lie.

FIRES, FAILURES AND RAILWAT NEWS

IEPECIAT, TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.]

HARRISBURG, May §.—A. B. Farqubar,
Executive Commissioner of the Pennsyl-
vania Board of World's Fair Managers, ar-
rived home Wednesday night after a tour
of several weeks through the principal
countries of Europe. Mr. Farquhar was
warmly received by the American eonsuls,
and found they are very much interested in
the Columbian Exposition snd are earn-
estly striving to scoure large exhibits,

General E. Bard Grubb, the American
Minister to Spain, brought about a special
meeting of some of the most influential men
of that country, at which Mr. Farquhar at-
tended. The general interchange of views
which took place aroused considerable en-
thusinsm, and Spain’s exhibit, Mr. Farqu-
bar says, will be most generous.

In France, says the Executive Commis-
sioner, the artists, of whom there arc a great
number, are quite enthusiastie, and there
is no doubt of ano elegant exhibit of paint-
ings from that country. In some of the
large manufacturing towns of England, Mr.
Farquhar discovered a spirit of indifference
toward the Exposition; but after he had
talked with them they seemed disposed to
send an exhibit of some sort to Chicago.
This indifference grew ont of their hostility
to the trade barriers erected by the United
Etates between the two countries. -

Mr. Farquhar argued in & practieal, busi-
ness-like manner. Hesaid that no matter
whether Engiand does or does not exhibit,
the varied industries of America will be on
exhibition nt Chicago, and visitors will be
there to see them from all g:rns of theglobe,
If England can afford to without repre-
sentation, Americans had nothing vo lose.
The wideawnke Englishmen were not slow to
see the force of Mr. Farquhar's argument,
and many of them promptly signified thelr
intention of exhibiting.

While abroad Mr. Farquhar saw the neces-
sity of each country naving & ssparate rep-
resentative at Chicngo to receive and have
general supervision of the exhibits; and he
sent a letter to the Director General of the
Exposition embodying lhis views of the
matter, At the comiug meeting of the
Executive  Commitiee of the Peun-
sylvania Board of Manarers, he will
recommend the appontment of & repre-
sentntive of the exhibitors of this State,
This officinl will look after all the exhibits,
thereby relieving the individual exhiibizors
of the nscessity of employing an agent to do
the work.

Mr. Farquhar was ver{ much gratified to
know that 480 applientions for space have
been made by Pennsylvanians, and hasno
doubt that the display of the Keystone State
will be & creditable one in every sense.

The Work of Erecting the Newsboys' Home
to Be Begun at Once,

The annual meeting of the subscribers to
the support of the Newsboys’ Home was
held yesterday afternoon and the following
officers were elected: President, Thomas J.

Altogether
it Is probable the new structure will cost in
the neighborhood of $30,000. Of thisamount
there is in the Newsbovs’ Home building
fund ¥26,120 in eash, To this may be added
£1,000, the valuation of the lot at Charleroi
donated to the fund, but as vet not disposed
of, and some §2,500 raised by the directors
of the Home,

STUFFING THE BALLOT BOXES

Census Flgures Don't Count With World's
Fnir Sunday Closers.

Cr1CcAGO, May 5.—Long petitions for
closing the World's Fair Sundays have
lately been showered upon Colonel John T.
Dickiuson, Secretary of the National Com-
mission. It begins to look as though the
people who are clamoring to have the
gntes shut on Sunday are stoffing
the ballot box.
